I am inclosing my check for #58.09 in payment of my rent 
for the month of July less the following items: 

New Shades #7.00 

Repair of Gas Range 2.06 

Gas Bill Net 6.95

May I explain these itmes to you? New shades were necessary 
since those which we found ware in a particularly bad condition. At the 
same time we found it necessary to purchase dark shades for the sleeping 
porch since we use that room for our children. I am sure that you will 
not mind this expenditure. 

There was a bad leak in the gas range and it was necessary for 
the Gas Company to replace two parts connected with the oven. We were not 
able to use the oven for more than two weeks during which time they were 
obtaining these necessary parts for us. 

The Gas Bill indicates #8.45 for the period from May 20th to 
June 3rd. We moved in on May 25th. During the preceding week the gas was 
turned on in order to give hot water to the Ludwigs. Since our agreement 
with you is that you pay the gas bill in excess of #4.50 a month I am fi¬ 
guring that of this #8.45, #1.50 properly belbngs to us as expenses. This 
is fagi*ed on the basis of 15£ per day from May 25th to June 3rd inclusive. 

The balance of the gas bill unquestionably belongs to the cost of the heater. 

I trust that you will find this check and the inclosed bills in 

order. 


We 
find everything very comfortable indeed. Mrs. Page will be glad to know that 
we have had the garden taken care of and that it looks very lovely.

Dear Sir 

J was rather astounded at your straight talk about what Christianity 
had done to humanity all through the ages since the death of the Saviour. 

It is just a reflex of my own experiences through a life of nearly seventy 
years.Born in the East end of London of poor parents I had to leave school 
at the age of thirteen to look for a job.From the gge of nine till thirteen 
I sang in the local choir of the Episcopalian Church. Deep down in my heart 
I believed in the Saviour who died on the cross and made up my mind to folibow 
in his steps as far as possible.My first job was as a general servant in a 
small hotel.My work started at six in the morning and ended at about ten at 
night seven days a week.My work was to clean about twenty pair of shoes in 
the morning,wash up the crockery that was used by about thirty people three 
times a day,wait i c-on the four in family who kept the hotel,clean the silver 
and knives and glasses and when not doing this I had to clean windows rind 
my wages were less than a dollar a week.I did get good foofi and a comfortable 
bed,and tired out fell asleep as soon as my head touched the pillow. 

The money barely kept me in clothing and shoes.I had one afternoon off each 
other Sunday,but before -I left the. hotel I had to wait on the family and 
clean up the crockery,knives,glas and scrub out the pantry.I just had time 
to run and catch a train that took me to my home and under my arm I had a 
parcel of clothes that needed mending.By the time I reached home I just ftad 
time to kiss my dear old Mother and Father,pack up the things that had been 
repaired,bid them good bye for another two weeks,catch the train and on 
reaching the hotel,buckled to and washed up the things that had been used An 
my absence.Then I went to bed to be called at five forty five the next 
morning.I had started reading Shakespeare at the age of eleven and also 
Longfellows poems,many of which I knew by heart.What T missed most was the 
singing in the choir,for although but an east end of London boy I had sung 
at St Pauls Cathedral and in the chorus of Westminster!* Abbey,also sung 
the soprano parts in anthems and oratotios in the local church. 

Now all this was denied me and I began to wonder even so young whether life 
was worth living.I was conscientious and worked with a will and yet I often 
cried before going to sleep.My employer was a Christian gentleman and a daa 
con of the local Church.Sometimes he patted me on the back and told me what 
a fine boy I was and what a good worker I was and how clean I kept the place. 

I knww what a task it was for my clear old Mother to feed and clothe the big 
family and I.knww if I threw up my job it just mean tanother one to feed till 
I got another job.Every night before going to sleep I read some small part 
of one of my precious books and then I went on my knees and prayed to God 
to help me.While working I used to sing quietly the hymns and parts of the 
anthems I 7 loved.My employer heard me singing and came to me and asked me 
if I woul 1 like to go to Sunday school and I gladly consented,fo I thought 
it might bring me in touch with some boys of my o r n age.The Sunday I was to 
go to Sunday school I had to work extra hard to be there on time.Of course I 
was poorly but neatly clad and as the hotel was in a better neighbourhood 
the people were better clad then in the vicinity where^ I was born. When I 
knocked at the parsonage door to join the sund ay school,as soon as the door 
was opened I saw I was not a welcome boy.I knew I did not belong there. 

Wheb I was ushered into the room where about twelve well dressed boys were 
assembled their looks told me in what contempt I was held.Nothing was dome 
to make me feel at home but on the comtrary I was just shunned.I just suffered 
agony and the teacher made no effort to put me at ease.I did not belong there 
and I knew it and as soon as possible I was allowed to take my departure. 

When I readhed the hotel the work I had left undone in order to go to 
Sunday school had to be completed and after the next meal served I went to 
work again and then tired out and disappointed I prayed to God to help me 
understand. I noticed the hotel proprietor,kind Christian man did not ask 
me how I liked the suhday school,and as I was 
knew he had been informed my attendance was 
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2 In addition to My Sunday off? I was 'allowed one afternoon a wekk,this 
meant two hours from three to five.I used to spend two pence to pay my fare 
fror Kings Cross to the Marble Arch.There I sat down and watched the gorgeous 
equipments of royalty and nobility go by.Then In pondered and wondered what 
sor# of a Christian world I was living in that while my poor parents were 
struggling on in almost poverty and I just a boy was doing such hard and 
continuous work,what was this good God I had heard so much about doing. 

I concluded these so-called Christiens were liars,cheats and hypocrites. 

Tjis Christian religion was just a subterfuge to make the humble worker 
work his guts out for next to nothing while the supposed Gods elect lived 
in lAxury.As soon as I had saved up enough out of my dollar or rather three 
shillings and tenpence,to bide me over a week ortwo I quit the job after 
nine mAnths slavery.In all my life since I have never done half as much work 
each day as I did then.As soon as I had saved up enough money in another job 
and with my parents assistance I emigrated to Australia.Before I left England 
I attended many lectures on almo t every subject,for - 1 was not concerned 
about pleasure for itself,but enjoyed listening to others who were able^to 
explain the riddle of the universe.Among others I heard Mrs Besant and Charles 
Bradlaugh,who at this time were both AtheiAAs.There appeal to humanity and 
common sense caused me to become an Atheist too,for the loving Christians I 
had met bore no resemblance to the Christ they were supposed to 1 worship. 

All they talked about was hell and damnation,and were a sniffling lo# of 
self satisfied Pharasees.Bradlaugh put up for Parliament for Northampton,a 
manufacturing town in England.He was elected by a large majority.When he 
came to the bar of the House of Commons he wishwd to affirm,but he was denied 
admittance to the house,because he would not take the oath which called on 
the God he did not believe in.The government declared a vacancy and there 
was another election.Bradlaugh was again elected by a greater majority.This 
time he was willing to take the oath,but as he stated he did not believe in 
it.He was again denied admittance to the house and again Northampton had 
another election.This time again Bradlaugh was elected by an overwhelming 
majority.When he came to the bar of the house and being a big men,he threw 
the officials on one side,but was arrested and imprisoned in the Clock Tower 
which is the tower from which you have heard Big Ben strike the hours. 

The Clock Tower was the place provided for members of Parliament who refusdd 
to obey the rules.While he was imprisoned there the English people made subh 
a fuss the House passed a law allowing the affirmation,which Bradlaugh took 
and was seated.No member made a better fight for the working man than Chas 
Bradlaugh the Atheist.When he was dying the incidents Ah regards to his 
entrance to the house were by unanimous consent of the houses of parliament 
expunged from the records. He died still an Atheist but if there is an heawen 
then Bradlaugh is there.All through my life and I suppose I have spent many 
years in Australia in helping along humanitarian ideas,such as old age 
pensions,widows relief and the care of orphans,and many other things instituted 
by the men on the soap box,who tho cursed as a radical or worse,sowed the germs 
that even the respectable Christian realises are humanitarian.The regulating 
of wages anfl hours were also due tA the radical element,following without 
wanting to know it ( the footsteps of the Saviour.Although I have been in 
touch with progressive movements,I cannot recall one single supposed Christian 
body who allied themselves as such with these movements.In my opinion the 
world has made some progress,not because of,but in spite of Christian activity. 
Of course I have argued with myself pro and con as to the Christians and hsve 
come to the conclusion that the people I have mat in my long Journeys in many 
parts of the world,I found more honesty and integrity among freethinkers 
then among professing Christians.Your statements were bora out by my life’s 
experience,The world war,not to mention the wars Christiens have waged against 
each other,is sufficient evidence the whole Christian religion is a criminal s 
undertaking,and how the Turk must have gloried as he mused "How these Christian 
love each^i other” and were they right,The first thing before any country can 
make progress is to get rid of uuperstition and to me it is a delight when 
the New Republics get rid of their priests and parsons,the ones responsible 

for the world war.if for that alone Christianity stands condemned.No excuses 
can be made for almost without exception the J 

Christians were responsible. 






I attend as ever Churches,Chapels and lecture halls to see If I can 
reallv find a follower of Christ in spirit and in truth.Some of these 
preachers have a spasmotic urge to throw in their lot with the under dog, 
and on a few occasions one would think they were really truthful in trying 
to help humanity to better conditions,hut I think their customers make a kick 
about communists and radicals,and so they are told to pipe down,and the ir 
hurst of anger a.t present conditions dies out,and so we will now sing hymn 

Nn 62.Come ve faithful raise the anthem &c, / . 

Perhaps hevlng received only a common school education X cannotunaerstsnd 
why a theological education must "be had before being allowed to preach the 
Christian Gospel.lt seems to me that since Christ and his apostles needed 
no such religious education,a degree must be earned in order to P*® 

issue.If any man or woman has Christ in his heart he does not need a college 
decree to make Christs message known.To me the Saviour was just a man who 
snent his life in trying to overcome human selfishness,and like thousands of 
others suffered death,hut to me the crucifixion was not half so cruel as 
the millions of deaths on the battlefields,or the burnings at the stake. 

You stated there are five thousand preachers who claim to have joined the 
party to make life worth the living.They can do nothing because they cepend 
for a living on the Pharisees and like any other business,they must cater 
to their customers or they will go out of business.I am not going to pat¬ 
ronise a store where they insist in selling me something I do not want. 

?om? way of thinking the so-called Christian religion is just another sub- 
terfuse to force humanity to suffer on this earth,promising a heaven here¬ 
after? which is just another way of obtaining money under false pretences. 

When in the choir I could not understand why we had continually to repeat 
tLwd have mercy upon us miserable sinners*' My own people were too busy trying 
to earn a living,and caring for us children to bother about going to church 
and asking God to have mercy on them.We were taught to follow the golc en ru e 
Sd I am lure no family under the circumstances did better to carry out 
these precepts than ours.To do the right thing becuse it was theonly thing 
to do and not because some mythical God would be angry with us.The lives 
of both our parents was just one long struggle to provide food and decent 
clothing for us and it would be an insult to call them miserable sinner . 

I never heard my Dear Old Mother or Father criticise any of our neighbours. 

On the contrary Mother was 11ways depriving herself of needed things to help 
out some sick neighbour,while Fathers Saturday afternoon and nearly 
<aimdav was spent in mending our shoes and making our home bright and clean. 

If there was ? as much love of humanity as they believed and practised,then 
there could be no such conditions as prevail to day throughout the world. 

We did not have to go to church and listen to the nonsense of some prosy 
parson,threatening lell and damnation.We learnt the golden rule at home and 
these home lessons have stuck to us all our lives.I am afraid Dr Page you 
are sure liable to lose your job,that is if you are depending on Christians, 
for a living.People who are brought up to believe God plans everything '. ill 
be ill at ease to hear what you have to say about Christian activities. 

It stands to reason if they really called themselves Christians because tbyy 
wanted to follow in the footsteps of the Saviour,then every one of them 
would form an association so strong that the whole system would be br g 
as near to perfection as possible and poverty and crime would he swept away. 
There is no doubt about this,if every Christian was sincere in what he 
professes.The record of the thoughts and doings of Christians are there 
for the least intelligent to study,and it is a record of murders and other 
crimes that would make even the most hard hearted gangster hlush.

listen to.When I was a boy I used to think that when I became a man the world 
would become so christianized that life would be just one place of peace 
and happiness and there would be no more poverty or crime. Well after 
nearly two thousand years of This Christianity we are worse off than ever, 
because we have put the researches of science to a new way to slaughter 
human beings.If this is the best Christianity can do then the old bible 
saying stands true.Bmen cannot gather figs of thistles or grapes of thorns" 

We can only judge by results and if this is the best Christianity can do 
then indeed I am glad not to call myself a Christian* 

If I called myself a Christian then I would hang my head with shame that 
such a doctrine could achieve so little.How can a man get up in any pulpit 
and sjieak of brotherhood and the Prince of Peace,under such deplorable 
Circumstances.If they do then Ananias is the Prince of Truth and not a liar. 
If the truth hurts then it might do some good.

The evening you left camp, Mr, Kitchen, State Caranander of 
ghe Am erican Legion, told the papers in K.C. that you were a Canmunist, 

/ on the authority of the Rod network, W had a merry time with the press 
for a few hours. They kept calling the camp long distance every few 
minutes to talk to you or to seme one responsible for the camp* Were you 
a coummunist? Who paid your salary? Moscow? Who was responsible for your 
coming to Hollister? Hu Did the money benevolent Missourians gave he 
city YMCA go to you? We answered some of these questions thru the reporter 
they had in oamp, telling them about your financial status and ours, and 
finally convincing them that the Red Network was not the same as Who* s Who c 
The editor really had the two oonfused, saying Who*s Who siad you were 
a ooummist,- I told the girl to tell him they both had red covers, but the 
printing on one was gold and on the other Hack! Then we also reminded 
the Springfield editor that he himself had carried your denunciation of 
communism in his story the day before. Ihat evidently calmed the story down 
some. He said the Legionairres of Springfield wanted to come down and 
stop the conference by throwing the leaders in the lake. The reporter(who 
had come over to our side during the course of the conference) told him 
they were too late, beacuse the oonferenoe would be all over in 20 minutes, 
Mr, Kitohen has been touring around in Southern Missouri talking about 
you. The Genreral Seoretary of the YWCA plans to go see him as soon as 
he returns, tkaking with her your pamphlet Property, and the summary of 
your apeeoh. Evidently the stories did not reach Texas even tho they 
were carried by the Associated Press. Each story also carried a statement 














about the fact that there were five Negro students there whe lived 
in the same oottages with the whites and sahred all privlledges 
equally* 


The Geheral Secretaries of the Y.W.C.A* and Y.M.C.A. here 
in Missouri have been bothered some by these stories , but all of them 
have been splendid in their reactions. 

In addition to your splendid addresses, I am grateful to 
you for the way you help to steer the course of the entire conference 
thru your address* The meditation hour was one of the most valuable parts 
of the confereno beoause you helped them see how it could be used*

Dear Kirby Page: 

I was amazed, as was the National Policy Council of 
New America', to discover that you had made statement about 
that organization based largely upon secondhand reports about 
myself, and without any first-hand examination of its printed 
matter. What has become of your passion for fact finding 
research? , 


In order that you may have the necessary data to make 
an accurate judgment I am having sent to you the following 
New America material; Goal and Program, Crisis Leaflets, 
particul ?ly No. 17 and No. 18, News Letter concerning state¬ 
ment of differences between New America and the C.P., and 
another one containing a letter of mine regarding N.A's, posi- 
Oft force and violence. This I would have sent you anyhow 
because it contains a slight personal reference to yourself. 

On this issue, which is your central interest, you will note 
that the N.A's. major emphasis is on prevention, which con¬ 
stitutes a basic difference from the C.P's. position. 

Now concerning your statement about myself. As no one 
knows better than yourself the use of the adjective "communistic" 
is highly prejudicial. It substitutes emotional reactions for 
analysis and judgment. In the name of intellectual integrity I 
ask you to stop using it. My own affinities with, and differences 
from communism, are sufficiently made clear in my writings that 
my position can be clearly analyzed, and attack, if desired, with 
the proper weapons of Christian controversy. 

Now concerning your quotation from one of my students. 

You have certainly had experience enough with students to put 
that in its proper place. I think I know the source, and if I 
am correct it arises from a very deep emotional reaction and an 
inability to make proper discriminations in language. I deny 
flatly and absolutely that there Is any venom in my analysis of 
your position or in my spirit. I cannot recall, nor can my 
assistant, that I have ever mentioned your name when analyzing 
the position of which you are the conspicuous champion, though I 
may have done so once. I have only two things against you and 
they do not affect my disposition. One Is that before you opened 
your campaign you did not come to talk with me personally, as 
Charlie Webber requested you to do. The other is that you do not 
spend more time in constructively putting your gospel into prac¬ 
tice, and less in trying to hinder some of us who are doing what 
we can to stop the next war and to prevent the coming of the 
Fascist State,

Your fine letter came while I was away on a long trip* I 
oannot thank you sufficiently for your generous check* It 
comas at a time of real need and is of substantial help to me* 

We are more excited than I possibly can tell you about our 
new home. We are ten miles from Whittier on the top of a hill 
with a marvelous panorama of mountains and sea* Sven during 
these hot July days wo get a wonderful breeze and are not in 
the least inconvenienced by the heat. This means that we have

For a considerable period now I have been 
comparing and contrasting the tenets of capitalism and tlje 
teachings of Jesus. As a result of this study I have arrived 
at a desire to write a book on "The Economics of the new Testament", 
My field is economics and since you are interested in both 
religious and economic ideas I thought that possibly you might 
be able to help me.

Dear Kirbys 

Your generously sympathetic letter of the 4th 
has just come to hand. Yesterday we returned from a 
three days' visit with Henry Hitt at the Reception 
Hospital, Saranac Lake, N. Y. He is not responding 
to the bed rest cure as we had hoped. The doctor is 
aonsiderably concerned and says that if the next x-ray 
does not Bhow marked improvement over the last he will 
doubtless be compelled to resort to pneumo-thorax 
(collapsing the lung with the use of gas). The next 
x-ray will doubtless be taken in about a couple of weeks. 
Of course we are praying and hoping for the best. It 
would do your heart good to see Henry Hitt, however. 

He is the most amazing example of inner poise and self- 
possession, and although* there is not a suggestion of 
Pollyannaism, he is as quiet Jy courageous and spiritual^ 
victorious aB you coild ever wish anyone to be. He is 
making an enormous contribution to his dad and mother 
and all the others who know him by the way he is taking 
all this. 

I'm frightfully sorry to hear this word about 
Reinie. I have my heart quite set on this world tour. 
Interestingly enough three Jewish Rabbis - two of them 
among my best friends of Scranton - urged me to go to 
the Hlly Land with them this summer. They almost pre¬ 
vailed, but the thoughts of the world tour held me back. 

I have had a grand talk with one of my key men - H. R. 
VanDeusen - telling him of out proposal and he was most 
enthusiastic about the sabbatical idea (if I'd guarantee 
to come back at the end of the year and stay!) We even 
talked of the possibility of securing someone like Bishop 
Hughes (who will retire next May, I believe) to do the 
preaching for the year, letting Gene Pierce run the 
organizational work of the church. 

Suppose Reinie cannot go at all, and suppose that 
Sherwood should not want to take an eight months' trip, 
what would you think of going just by ourselves, Kirby? 
I'd rather go around the world with you than anyone else 
on earth that I can think of except Helen. Suppose we 
should plan to take the girls with us the first part of 
the trip when we take in the Holy Land and some of the 














European countries, nd then let them return - as Ifelen 
would doubtless want to (and as VanDeusen suggested that 
she Btay right on in the parsonage with the children 
and in close contact with ttenry Hitt, etc) and then the 
two of us could go on around the old globe picking every 
hunk of information we could get our minds on? Such 
a plan would mean infinitely much to me. How does it 
hit you? Or perhaps we could so arrange the trip that 
the grils could meet us on the way home and take In the 
Holy Land in February or March and then return to the 
States together, you and 1 starting westward going to 
Japan and China and India first, etc. then up through 
Russia down thru Germany and meet the girls at Italy. 

We could arrange the itinerary in such a way that we 
wouldn't be doubling back on our tracks at all, couldn't 
we, and then we could get the Holy Land in at the winter 
or spring season. I'm just wondering how all this strikes 
you. We could do more that way, it seems to me, than if 
there were all four men in the party, because each would 
very naturally have his own preferences, and the adjust¬ 
ments weuld not be so easy as when there are just two 
such agremable and affable souls as yourself and myself 
- for you must admit we are at least that. 

I wish that we might get together the first part 
of the fall when you come east and work out an itinerary 
in considerable detail and then begin planning our read¬ 
ing, securing the information concerning the contacts 
with the men and movements we want to make, etc. well 
in advance of the hegira. The more I think this general 
plan over the more it appeals to me. How you feel?

Dear Kirby, 

My little volume of religious verse under title of 
I-Iolv Flame is before the world. That is, it won’t be advertised or 
officially published till fall, but I am selling it all summer at 
my various conferences. If you will let me know where it will 
reach you, I shall be happy to send you a copy, free for nothing, 
as a token of my affection. (You will find in it "The Crusader," 
properly initialed!} 

The night we were at Rolland Dutton’s for supper 
you made a remark I have been turning over in my mind. You 
said you had collected a great deal of worship material but 
thought you lacked the liturgical sense to put it into a book 
of worship services. Whether you do lack this or not, I don’t 
know but you said you did. 

I have about made up my mind that while I am at Union 
this fall I shall see what I can do about compiling a book of 
semi-liturgical services for use in college vespers conri < refr| 
young people’s sociffcies, and non-Anglican churches that want 
something a little more ritualistic than the usual program provides. 

It seems to me that most of what we have of this sort already in 
print is too Episcopalian to let non-Anglicans feel at home in 
it, and does not fit very well into the religious or ethical 
thinking of the present. 

What I want you to answer me quite frankly is this - 
would you care to collaborate with me in such a book? Perhaps 
vou would prefer eventually to write your own, but it has occurred 
to me that if we put our materials together we might get something 
better than either of us could produoe separately. I should be 
willing to undertake the work of arrangement, provided you want 
to contribute your materials and editorial pumice-stone. 

In any case, think it over. I may do something in 
August about getting started, but am too far from sources here to 
do anything very definite. I go next week to an Episcopalian 
conference on Long Island, but then shall be home till I go to 
Lisle the end of August where Mrs. Edwards and I have charge of worship.
